This is one of the Artist’s happiest efforts,—in touch, in color, in treatment and expression it is every way 
admirable. A picture in the Dulwich Gallery, of the same subject and size, is precisely alike, except in 
the landscape part, and doubtless is a repetition by the same hand.
